FBIHQ has had portions of the documents previously 
received examined by a representative of the Office of 
Defense Research and Engineering Strategic and Support 
Systems, Testing and Evaluation, Department of Defense (DOD), 
regarding their authenticity. After examination, the DOD 
advised as follows: "This information was probably conjured 
up as a hoax. In any event, from a technical standpoint, 
the terms are not consistent with those used in a normal 
test report nor are they presented in langua ge wrmTd 
have been used in a flight testing business.” 1
